ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 4.—Emperor 
Haile Selassie announced today a 
clash between Italians and Ethio- 


pians in Ogaden, thereby indicat- 
ing that the Italian forces are at- 
tempting to penetrate Ethiopia 


from three directions. 


The emperor said there had been 
200 casualties on each side in the 
Ogaden battle. It was the first 
official statement of fighting in 
the southeastern sector. From the 
northeast, the Italian troops were 
coming in two columns. They oc- 
cupied Maibaria and Mount Rama, 
and bombed Trea from the air. 
The northeastern forces appeared 
te be attempting to strike at 
Aduwa from the east and west. 

Despite the Italian occupation 
without opposition of certain towns 
north of the Aduwa-Aksum line, the 
Emperor expressed the fullest con- 
fidence that his army was now en- 
trenched in formidable mountain 
positions on the northern front and 
would be able to hold the Fascists 
back. 

Planes Sent Out. 


Several airplanes carrying arms 
and instructions to tribal chiefs 
left the capital today for different 
parts of the country. 

The forces of Ras Seyoum, goyv- 
ernor of East Tigre Province, 
buffer between Ethiopia proper and 
Italy’s colony of Eritrea, were said 
to be offering resistance in the 
The Government, 
however, lacked details as to cas- 
ualties and the strength of the 
forces engaged. The battle area 
is inside the neutral 30-kilometer 
line in Ethiopia. 

Another development of the sec- 
ond day of fighting was an order 
issued at Deridawa by French po- 
lice for evacuation of Americans 
and other foreigners in fear of an 
immediate air raid. Deridawa is on 
the railroad line from Addis Ababa 
to Djibouti, French Somaliland. 

The Government officially denied 
that Ras Seyoum had suffered a 
heavy reverse in his defense against 
the Italian advance. It was ex- 
plained that, according to pre-con- 
ceived plan, the Ethiopians did not 
intend to put up a serious defense 
of the area north of the Aduwa- 
Aksum line. However, it was stat- 
ed, the Italians will meet stiff re- 
sistance south of that line. 

The Government scouted reports 
of skirmishes between the Italians 
and Danakhils near Mount Mussa 
Ali.. Reports of 1700 casualties and 
800 dead in Ogaden were ridiculed. 


Italian Agents Arrive. 

The personnel of the Italian con- 
sulate at Dessie—four Italians and 
nine Eritreans with 132 mules—ar- 
rived today under the escort of 30 
Ethiopian infantrymen. They had 
no difficulty en route. The caravan 
was detained outside Addis Ababa 
by Ethiopian troops. The consul- 
ar attaches from Debra Markos 
are expected to reach the capital 
tomorrow. 

The non-official Italians remain- 
ing in Addis Ababa, including 10 
Italians and 15 persons under Ital- 
ian protection, will evacuate tomor- 
row. 

Sixty Italian missionaries are still 
in the interior without orders from 
the Pope, but it is believed that 
if Italy continues its attack, the 
Ethiopian Government may intern 
them. 

In view of the present situation, 
the Government requested Luigi 
Vinci-Gigliucci, the Italian Minis- 
ter, to seal up the legation wireless 
station. It was said that if he 
did not comply the Government 
might be obliged to give him his 
passports. 

Beginning tomorrow, the Govern- 
ment will immpose a censorship on 
all dispatches. 

More Americans and foreigners 
here tried to take refuge in the 
hills, whence they hoped to escape 
an anticipated air raid on Addis 
Ababa. All were turned back, how- 
ever, by Ethiopian sentries who ex- 
plained that the hills were reserved 
as a military area. About 100 
Americans still are in Ethiopia. 
Many are evacuating. 

Many foreigners nevertheless 
spent the night on cots in the vari- 
ous legations. The natives appeared 
less nervous. 

Utmost confusion and contradic- 
tion prevailed regarding what was 
happening at Aduwa, scene of an 
Italian defeat 39 years ago and 
present objective of the Italian 
forces marching from Eritrea. 

The Government insisted that 
Italian military planes had dropped 

78 bombs on a hospital at Aduwa 
yesterday, killing many civilians, 
but the Italian Minister said he 
was authorized from Rome to deny 
that civilians had been killed. 

The Ethiopian Government dis- 
patched another note to the League 


of Nations today, saying that, des- 
pite the bombing, it hoped for an 
amicable solution of the conflict.

When Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney John McNait began his ad- 
dress to the jury at 1 p. m., he was 
interrupted by a disturbance at the 
south door. Women eager for ad- 
mittance had proved stronger that 
the deputy guarding the door and 
had pushed it open. Judge Hughes 
halted proceedings and ordered an- 
other deputy to the assistance of 
the first one.

Her husband, 
you saw him on the witness stand, 
a high-class gentleman. Daughter 
of the Rev. Tipton.” 

McNatt interposed an objection 
that there had been no testimony 
about the character of the late Rev.

The Birthday Party.

Frank Hollingsworth for Defense; 
“Inordinate Greed.” 

Then the defense argument was 
,taken over by former State Senator 
Frank Hollingsworth of Mexico. 
| Quiet, he took off his glasses ashe 
‘faced the jury and spoke to them 
in an earnest conversational tone. 
| “Gentlemen of the jury,” he said, 
|“you Know and I know this case 
‘would not have been in court if it 
(had not been for the _ inordinate 
greed, the inordinate lust of the 
iSt. Louis Post-Dispatch to create 
land offer sensationalism for the 
purpose of enriching its coffers. 

“Wittingly or unwittingly — I 
‘make no charge—the State has 
been caused by the insidious ac- 
tivity of the Post-Dispatch to pros- 
titude its duties, which are not only 
to prosecute the guilty but to pro- 
tect the innocent.” 

He then read the defense instruc-

‘to proceed. 
Mrs. Kelley’s Dress Episode. 

“It is conceded by Mrs. Kelley 
that Mrs. Muench did not bring 
about the dress situation,” Hollings- 
worth continued.” A man sold 
Mrs. Kelley a dress and she called 
Mrs. Muench and asked her to come 
to her home because it did not fit. 
They say Mrs. Muench asked Mrs. 
Kelley if Dr. Kelley made night 
calls. 

“What could have been more nat- 
ural in conversation with a physi- 
cian’s wife. I supposed that all 
doctors made night calls; the doc- 

tors we know always do.” (Mrs. 
Muench in her testimony at first 
said she did not recall, then denied 
making any inquiry about night 
calls.) 

Hollingsworth turned toward the 
defense counsel table and contin- 
uel: “They brought in a nice-look- 
ing old lady, the Widow Jones, who 
wrote a terrible background for. 
herself when she testified she slept 
in this dive, this rendezvous. of 


gangsters. 
“But she testified that Mrs. 
Muench was at the Arcade Club. 


She said she signed a_ statement 
that didn’t represent what she had 
Said although the changes were im- 
material. She said she told the 
grand jury that she had never seen 
Mrs. Muench. 

Grand Jury Notes. 

“You, Mr. Prosecuting Attorney,” 
Hollingsworth said, pointing his 
finger at Anderson, are in charge 
of the grand jury notes. Then let 
him tell the jury why he didn’t 
produce the grand jury notes in 
court.” 


Anderson reached for his crutches 
and attempted to rise as he offered | 
an objection, stating grand jury| 
notes were secret and that he could 
not be property called to produce 
them because they were not proper 
evidence. Judge Hughes, remark- 
ing that they might be introduced 
with the approval of the court, in- 
structed Hollingsworth to proceed. 

“Fight Among Neighbors.” 

“They bring in Mrs. Landau,”

There was testi- 
mony that Rosegrant did call at 
the Muench home, in the fall of 
1933, with a check. Isn't it a fair 
inference that that was the time 
Mrs. Laudau saw him, if she did 


see him? 

“Now take John Rogers, isn’t it 
passing strange that the man who 
picked up Dr. Kelley when he was 
released was not called to tell

where he picked him up, when, 
where he took him and why Dr. 
Kelley’s family was not notified 
until the middle of the next morn- 
ing?” 

Referring to McNatt’s statement 


upholding Fiedler’s testimony on 
the ground that the State would 
accept aid in enforcing the law 


from whatever source it came, Hol« 
lingsworth argued that a Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of Audrain County, 
where the trial is being conducted, 
would have thrown Fiedler out of 
his office. 

“Suppose,” Hollingsworth said, 
“that someone came to the office of 
my friend Joe Bone (Prosecuting 
Attorney of Audrain County, who 
is aiding St. Louis County prose- 
cutors in the triai). 

“Suppose that this man said he 
would make an affidavit charging 
anybody with a crime, for $500, and 
suppose that he said for another 
$500 he would testify before the 
grand jury, and then, if he could 
bamboozle the grand jury, would 
testify at the trial—for another 
$500. 

“I know what Joe Bone would 
say to him. He would say, ‘Get out 
of my office, you filthy ragpicker’ 
—no, worse than that, he would 
have him arrested on the spot, for 
offering to accept a bribe, and he 
would prosecute him. 

“Filthy and Foul.” 
_ “Filthy and foul,” Hollingsworth 
continued. “He would trample any 
body, destroy anybody—that’s Fied- 
ler. And that is the sort of a 
man on whose testimony they want 
to convict a woman whose reputa- 
tion stands in this record as above 
reproach. If her reputation was 
other than that, I say, why didn’t 
the State bring in witnesses to show 
the contrary. It’s within the law. 

“This man Fiedler—do you real- 
ize the full import of the shame of 
this case? A life-long criminal re- 
ceiving $11,500 from a great metro- 
politan newspaper to testify to de- 
stroy a woman in a case in Which 
he himself is an admitted perpe- 
trator. 

“Mr. Wolfe told. you of his love 
for Missouri. If he loves Missouri 
and especially Audrain County, I 
ask him to get rid of this man Fied- 
ler who has preyed on civilization 
all his life, take him back to St, 
Louis, prosecute him on the testi- 
mony he has given here, and in- 
carcerate him in the penitentiary, 
instead of making yourself a tool 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Would you take from this wom- 
an all there is in the world for her, 
destroy all the happiness there is 
for her, on the testimony of this 
fiendish foul witness.

Other Rebuttal Witnesses. 


The second rebuttal witness, Mrs. 
Alma Casey, sister of Ida Wilzer, 
testified in further refutation of 
this statement, that her sister was 
working in the Muench home in 
1931, and worked there until Au- 


gust, 1932. 
Deputy Constable William Niland 
testified in rebuttal of Mrs. 


Muench’s statement that she did 
not know Bart Davit that he saw 
them together in the fall of 1933, 
and that when he asked Mrs. 
Muench what they were doing, she 
“she was out for a 
good time.” 

The fourth State’s witness, Tneo- 
dore C, Link, former reporter for 
the St. Louis Star-Times, was pre- 
vented by technical defense objec- 
tions from going into any testi- 
mony touching on the case at issue. 

Mrs. Landau’s Testimony. 

Mrs. Landau was the first re- 
buttal witness called by the State. 

Her testimony was slowed by a 
constant cross-fire of technical ob- 

tions made by defense lawyers, 

ed generally on the contention 
that it was not proper rebuttal 
testimony. Circuit Judge Hughes 
everruled the objections. 

Mrs. Landau’s testimony was con- 
tradictory of the testimony yester- 
day of Mrs. Muench that she knew 
Rosegrant only slightly and that 
he visited her home only once, 
about a check. This was apparent- 
ly a reference to previous state- 
ments by Mrs. Muench to reporters

Miss Wilzer had testified that Rose- 
grant was a frequent visitor there. 


Houses Only Few Feet Apart. 
Mrs. Landau on direct examina- 


“tion testified that she lived at 4732 


Westminster place, immediately ad- 
joining the Muench home on the 
east. The houses, she said, were 
onlv a few feet apart. 

“Do you know whether Ida Wil- 
ger worked at the Muench home in 
April, 1931?” Prosecuting Attorney 
C. Arthur Anderson asked. 

“Yes, she did,” the witness re- 
plied, after the court had overruled 
defense objections. 

“Do you know Angelo 
grant?” 

“I do, by sight only.” 

“Did you see Angelo Rosegrant 
eon or before April 28, 1931?”

MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 4.—Spectators 
who had sat through three days of 
the proceedings ‘n Mrs. Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench’s trial, doubtful, but 


|nurturing the hope she would be 


called to the witness stand by her 
lawyers, leaned forward expectantly 
when she took the stand yesterday. 
Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, the de- 


fendant’s husband, who sat by her 
side, rose as she was called and 
touched her arm as she stepped 
forward. The bailiff rapped his 
desk as the spectators’ murmurs 
rose to a hum. 

Judge Ernest M. Tipton of the 
Missouri Supreme Court, who had 
obtained free the services of his 
sister’s 12 lawyers, was not in court 
when she testified. He made his 
first appearance in the courtroom 
at the start of the afternoon ses- 
sion, taking a seat alongside the 
defendant, Theretofore he had been 
in Mexico in conferences, away 
from the courthouse, with her law- 
yers. 

More the Parson’s Daughter. 

It was more the country parson’s 
daughter who seated herself in the 
elevated witness chair than the so- 
phisticated proprietor of the elab- 
orate Mitzi Shop, selling expensive 
dresses to wealthy St. Louisans un- 
til she went into bankruptcy. 

She wore the same black crepe 
dress, black hat and black shoes 
in which she had appeared at each 
previous day of the trial, although 
her costume had been a different 
one at each of her former appear- 
ances at Clayton in connection with 
the case. Her face, pallid, was 
without rouge and her lips were un- 
colored. 

But Mrs. Muench’s appearance as 
a witness was not the first time 
that she focused attention on her- 
self. 

As Carl Auer, crippled musician 
who resides at the Muench home, 
was wheeled into the courtroom as 
a witness, she gave a long, shrill 
cry which shifted gazes from the 
witness to the defendant. 
Sobbing, she buried her face in 
her hands, and throughout Auer’s 
testimony appeared to catch her 
breath convulsively and shed tears 
into her handkerchief. 

When she, herself, took the stand, 
she was composed, during the five- 


own lawyers, but fidgeted, and at 


times was vehement, in her replies 
to Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe who cross-questioned 
her for 32 minutes. 

Asked by Wolfe if she knew 
Adolph Fiedler, State’s witness who 
identified her as the “finger wom- 
an” in the Kelley kidnaping and 
said he had known her for about 
seven years, Mrs. Muench appeared 
highly indignant. 

Uttering the words slowly and 
forcefully; she glared at the Prose- 
cutor, leaning from the witness 
chair, shaking her finger at him, 
and asserting: “I never saw him 
until he came into the courtroom 
yesterday and you know it, Mr. 
Wolfe.” 


The defendant’s answers were 
emphatic and ske frequently shook 
her head,or beat time to the words 
of her ahswers with a forefinger. 
On direct examination she turned 
toward the jury in making most of 
her replies, slowly peeling off her 
fawn suede gloves and then finger- 
ing the short string of small pearls 
which encircled her neck. 


Obviously Agitated. 


But when Wolfe took up the ques- 
tioning she lost some of her com- 
posure and faced him instead of 
the jury. 

She was obviously agitated when 
Wolfe, leaving his seat to stand be- 
fore her, asked if Dr. Muench, Auer 
and her servants w ‘e the only per- 
sons residing at her home. To an- 
other question she replied there was 
no one else there. 

“That constitutes your family?” 
Wolfe asked. 

Her face flushed as she replied 
affirmatively, making no mention 
of the baby figuring 1n the Muench- 
Ware baby episode which had been 
absorbing public attention for two 
weeks before the trial. 

“You are quite sure about that,” 
Wolfe asked slowly and clearly. 

“Just what do you mean?” the 
witness parried. 

A defense objection terminated 
that line of questioning and Mrs. 
Muench again leaned back in her 
chair. 

At the conclusion of the day’s ses- 
sion, Mrs. Muench appeared oblivi- 
ous to the crowd which pressed 
about her for nearly an hour after 
adjournment and which followed 
her as she left the courthouse to go 
to her automoviie. She smiled fre- 
quently as she chatted with rela- 


minute direct examination by her | 


tives, including her brother, Judge 
Tipton, and old acquaintances. 


Hughes, turning to the witness. 

“YT saw Rosegrant at the Muench 
home on several occasions,” Mrs. 
Landau said. “I saw Ida open the 
door for him. I know that she was 
there at the time my child was 
born, in June, 1932, and for more 
than a year before that.” 


Mrs. Landau said that when she 
testified at the Rosegrant trial it 
did not occur to her to place the 
date of Rosegrant’s visits with ref- 
erence to the birth of her child. 


Always Something of Interest. 


Cross demeaded to know how it 
was that after more than four years 
Mrs. Landau was able to recall the 
period of employment of a maid at 
her neighbor’s home, adding: 
“Nothing ever transpired there that 
you ever took any particular inter- 
est in, did it?” 

“Oh, yes, there always was,” Mrs. 
Landau answered. 

The spectators laughed. Judge 
Hughes instructed the deputies 
present to get out among the crowd 
and see to it that there was no fur- 
ther disturbance, 

Cross asked another question con- 
cerning how Mrs. Landau was abie 
to recall when Miss Wilzer was the 
Muench maid, 


“I remember that because Ida 
stayed there longer than any of the 
others,” Mrs. Landau replied, “It 
was a matter of comment in the 
neighborhood that maids did not 
stay there iong.”’ 

Mrs. Landau said ske noticed a 
white maid in the Muench home 
more than she did a Negro one be- 
cause white madis were not hired 
very frequently. 

“Did you have white or colored 
servants in your home?” Cross 
asked. 

“White.” 

“That’s the difference between 
you and me,” said Cross. “I always 
had colored servants.” 

“That’s improper,” Judge Hughes 
said to defense counse}. 

About Maids in Other Homes. 


The witness was then questioned 
as to the maids in the homes of 
her other neghbors, but could not 
name the maids in the homes of 
her other neighbors. “I was very 
much more interested in the 
Muench home,” she said. “Every 
neighbor in the block was.” 


The last part of the answer was 
ordered struck from the record. 

“Did the Muench dog bite one 
of your children?” asked Cross. 
“No.” 

“Oh, it was 
bitten?” “Yes.’ 

“And you sent the dog to a hos- 
pital and sent Dr. Muench a bill?” 
“Yes,” 
“Later your dog bit Dr. Muench 
on the leg?” “I never heard that.” 
“Well, he never sent a bill, did 
he?” “I don’t believe he was bit- 
ten-” 
“Even the Muench and Landau 
dogs couldn’t get along,” remarked 
defense counsel. Spectators tit- 
tered and the Judge sustained Pro- 


your dog that was 


secuting Attorney Anderson's ob- 


jection to the remark. 

Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
aske@ a single question on re- 
direct examination: 

“Do you see any of Mrs. Muench’s 
neighbors here testifying for her?” 

A defense objection was over- 
ruled. Mrs. Landau replied that 
she did not. She was excused. 


Ida Wilzer’s Sister on Stand. 


Mrs. Casey, who resides 1830 St. 
Clair avenue, East St. Louis, testi- 
fied her sister, Ida Wilzer, worked 
and lived at the Muench home on 
or about April 20, 1931, the date of 
Dr. Kelley’s abduction. She recalled 
she had visited her at the Muench 
home. 


On  cross-examination, defense 
counsel asked numerous questions 
testing the memory of the witness. 
Mrs. Casey said her sister entered 
the employ of the Muenches in 
March, 1931, and remained there 
until August, 1932. She was not 
able to answer questions about de- 
tails of Ida Wilzer’s employment 
after she left the Muench home, 
stating Ida then lived for a time 
with another sister. 


Mrs. Muench and Bart Davit. 

Depnty Constable Niland of St. 
Ferdinand Township, the next 
witness, testified, over strenuous ob- 
jections of the defense, that he saw 
Mrs. Muench with Bart Davit in 
the fall of 1933, and that when he 
asked Mrs. Muench what they were 
doing, she replied that she “was out 
for a good time.” 

(Bart Davit has been in jail more 
than a year, awaiting trial in the 
Kelley kidnaping.) 

Mrs. Muench worked her beaded 
bag nervously with her hands as 
Niland testified, but when he quoted 
her as saying she was “out for a 
good time” she turned toward her 
husband and smiled wanly. 

Niland testified that he had known 
Davit for several years, that he 
was a “police character.” The Court 
instructed the jury to disregard the 
latter part of the remark. Niland 
testified that he knew Mrs. Muench 
by sight. 

Objections Overruled. 


When Prosecutor Anderson asked 
the witness if he had seen Mrs. 
Muench with Davit in 1933 there 
was a storm of objections by the 
defense, to the general effect that 
the testimony was not proper re- 
buttal. The defense was overruled 
by Judge Hughes, who said: 

“If a witness says that he or she 
is not acquainted with a man at 
all, it is proper to show by testi- 
mony of another hat she is ac- 
quainted, if that be the fact.” 

“I saw them together in the fall 
of 1933,” the witness testified after 
the Court had ruled. “She let Bart 
out of her car. I followed Mrs. 
Muench’s car. I blew my siren but 
she refused to stop.” The remark 
about the siren and alleged refusal 
to stop was ordered struck from 
the record as improper. 

“I stopped her,” the witness con- 
tinued under questioning. “She 


gave me her name. It checked with 
the license number on the car.” 


| The remark about the license num- 


ber was ordered struck out. 

“Did you ask her what she was 
doing with Bart Davit?” 

“Tou.” 

“What did she say?” 

“She said she was out for a good 
time.” 

“That’s all,” said Anderson, 

Cross-Examination of Niland. 

Asked on cross-examination how 
close he was to the car, Niland said, 
“My car was pointing right at hers.” 

He said he knew Davit, but did 
not know Mrs. Muench then. The 
officer who was with him, Herbert 
Johnson, is dead, the witness said. 

“Do you usually follow a car with 
aman and a woman in it?” he was 
asked.

Link Testifies. 

Link, formerly a reporter for 
the St. Louis Star-Times, was the 
next rebuttal witness for. the 
State. He testified that he was 
now.an investigator for the Na- 
tional Lead Co. and resided at Fiat 
River, Mo. 

In reply to a question, he said 
he had been assigned to cover the 
kidnapping of Dr. Kelley in April, 
1931. A defense objection prevent- 
ed him from recounting his activ- 
ities. 

He said he knew Wendell Web- 
ster, then a reporter for the St. 
Louis Times, which later merged 
with the Star. 

“Had the Star at any time 
sought information from Adolph 
Fiedler?” Anderson asked, and, as 
the witness was halted by an ob- 
jection, added, “there’s been a lot 
of talk about the Post-Dispatch— 
we want to show what the other 
newspapers did.” 

“It’s immaterial what paper 
sought information,” Judge Hughes 
commented. “It has nothing to do 
with this trial.” : 

Talk About the Kelley Case. 

Link testified that he had seen 
Fiedler and Wendell Webster to- 
gether on several occasions. Asked 
if he had heard any conversations 
about the Kelley case during those 
meetings, Link said he heard Web- 
ster- talking to Fiedler about it on 
one or two occasions. 


timony that he “had told Webster 
nothing about the Kelley case, but 
that Webster had told him al!)

Webster’s testimony as a defense 
witness yesterday was that Fiedler 
had offered to sell information 
about the case to the Star-Times, 
and had named some of the par- 
ticipants in the crime but did not 
mention the name of Mrs. Muench 
in that connection.

Objection sustained.” 

Anderson then asked: “In your 
presence did Wendell Webster at- 
tempt to get information about the 
case from Fiedler, and did he offer 
to pay for it?” A defense objection 
was sustained, 7 

Link, the fourth and final rebut- 
tal witness for the State, was ex- 
cused at 9:55 o'clock. 

There was a brief recess for de- 
fense consultation, after which Mrs. 
Muench again took the stand to 
answer one question. She said she 
never had been in company of 
Bart Davit. 

Fifth Day of Trial; Courtroom 
Crowd Largest So Far. 

Attendance at today’s session, the 
fifth of the trial, was the largest 
so far. When doors of the court- 
house were opened at 8 o'clock, an 
hour before the session was to be- 
gin, the crowd outside rushed in 
and quickly filled the courtroom. 

The south stairway was roped off 
for the use of the jury and the only 
approach to the second floor court- 
room was up the long narrow 
flight of stairs at the north end of 
the courthouse. There was a crush- 
ing jam at the foot of the stairs. 

Mrs. Muench reached the court- 
house, accompanied by Dr. Muench, 
at 8:50. The baby subject of the 
controversy in the bizarre Muench- 
Ware baby case, was not with 
them. The baby has not been seen 
or directly mentioned in court dur- 
ing the trial. 

The defendant wore the same 
black costume she has worn since 
the trial started except that today 
a small black cloth hat replaced the 
felt hat she had worn before. 
Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
arrived on crutches a moment after 
Mrs. Muench. He went up the south 
stairway, while she used the one 
on the north. Anderson was ac- 
companied by his  bodyguard- 
chauffeur, Thomas Hefele.

Post-Dispatch Bookkeeper Testifies 
to Payments to Fiedler. 

The final witness for the defense 
at the trial yesterday afternoon 
was Raymond W. Barclay, general 
bookkeeper for the Post-Dispatch, 
who was asked about payments to 
Fiedler, and the traveling expenses 
of employes of the newspaper in 
connection with their work on the 
Kelley case. 

Barclay produced the cash requi- 
sition vouchers and some checks 
indicating that Fiedler, from Feb. 7, 
1934, to last Sept. 9, had received 
$11,000 for information given to the 
Post-Dispatch, as was testified by 
Fiedler, 

This amount, Barclay said, was 
charged in the records to “editorial 
expense.” In response to a ques- 
tion he said it was not charged as 
salary. 

When the matter of traveling ex- 
penses was taken up, Barclay said 


The answer recalled Fiedler’s tes- | 


to show a total for traveling ex- 
penses in that connection. 

The State objected to this line of 
testimony, and Judge Hughes asked 
defense counsel what their purpose 
was. Attorney Rogers said that 
one Post-Dispatch reporter has 
made two trips tc New York to in- 
terview Ida Wilzer and that. 
wanted to show the interest of the 
newspaper in this case. 

“Suppose he did?” Judge Hughes 
asked. “What difference does it 
make what the newspaper spent 
to obtain news? How is that ma- 
terial to the issues in this case?” 

Rogers replied that it was a ques- 
tion not of what the paper spent 
for news, but for witnesses. The 
court said then that the attorney 
might continue with his question- 
ing, that he would rule on objec- 
tions as they were made. 


Doesn’t Know the Tota. 
Barclay, in reply to Rogers’ in- 
quiry as to how much the Post- 
Dispatch had spent on the Kelley 
kidnaping case, said he did not 
know. He _ explained that the 
ledgers for 1934 and 1935, which he 
brought with him, contained records 
of all expenditures, but that he 
had no summary of expenses for a 
particular purpose. 
At the completion of Rogers’ ex- 
amination, Prosecuting Attorney 
Anderson asked if a record was 
kept of money spent on each news 
item. Barclay said this was not 
done, and was excused. 


The defense rested after Attorney 
Rogers had read into the record the 
statement obtained last September 
from Mrs. Sara Jones, by Louis N. 
Wolf of defense counsel. 


Mrs. Jones, formerly employed by 
Fiedler, testified concerning the 
statement Wednesday that it was 
inaccurate in some particulars. In 
the statement, as read to the jury, 
Mrs. Jones said that she had never 
seen Mrs. Muench at Fiedler’s place, 
and never heard her name until she 
saw it in the newspapers after her 
indictment. 

In her testimony Wednesday, Mrs. 
Jones said that Mrs. Muench visited 
Fiedler’s place on two occasions, 
once in the company of Felix Mc- 
Donald, convicted in the kidnaping. 


ARGUMENT IN 
MUENCH CASE 
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lotted to him by reciting his per- 
sonal history as a farm-bred law- 
yer and resident of Lathrop, Mo., 
a town, he was particular to point 
out, with a population of 1000 but 
noted for the fine mules raised in 
the locality. 


He spoke at length on the “his- 
tory, tradition and character” of 
the people of Audrain County, re- 
marking that this was the first case 
he had tried here. Then he em- 
phasized what he said were differ- 
ences between “city people” and 
“country folks.”

to know that I am in favor of the 
prosecution of crime to the fullest 
extent. 

“It is true that no more dastard- 
| ly crime than kidnaping could be 
committed by man, I have two 
lovely grandchildren who would be 
good subjects for kidnapers, And 
I often think about it.” 
Waving his fist, Cross shouted: “I 
look at this man Fiedler, coming 
and going out of this courtroom as 
he pleases, going down to ‘Texas 
where he isn’t known, where he is 
free to prey upon them, and form 
his new band. Why, in the name 
of God, if the State is sincere in 
its ardent wish to prosecute crime, 
why don’t they take the man that 
this court tells you is guilty.” 


State Objection Overruled. 


Here Anderson objected on the 
ground that there was no showing 
in the evidence to justify Cross’ 
statement, and was overruled. 
Turning to the jury, Cross shout- 
ed: “Why he doesn’t even want us 
to tell you what the court galtd 
about this man.” 

He then read the court’s instruc- 
tion on the testimony of an accom- 
plice which characterized Fiedler as 
a participant. 

“If I were on the Post-Dispatch,” 
Cross continued, “there’s only one 
story I’d hire Fiedler to write, and 
the title of that story would be, 
‘How to Make Crime Pay.” 
“Fiedler is the only man I know 
who has been an arch criminal, 
crook and gangster par excellence, 
and has made crime pay. That is 
the story that he should write, so 
that all the young spawn of crim- 
inals could learn how to kidnap, 
murder, rob and be free from prose- 
cution. 

“A verdict of guilty from you gen- 
tlemen could be construed in no 
other light than approval of the 
conduct of Prosecutors Wolfe and 
Anderson, that it is all right to 
grant a big criminal immunity, and 
more than that, even to load him 
with riches.” 

Fiedler impeached himself as a 
witness, Cross said, by his testi- 
mony .that his recreation center 
was a gathering place for criminals. 
His testimony was further im- 
peached, Cross said, by defense tes- 
timony that Fiedler’s reputation 
was bad. 

“Fiedler,” Cross said, “stands as 
the only witness whose testimony 
has been impeached directly in this 
trial.” 

Good Character Presumed.

Question of Reputation. 

“Tf Mrs. Muench had been the 
kind of person they say she was,” 
Cross continued, “her reputation 
would have been known to her 
neighbors. The fact that they 
didn’t bring a single witness here 
to testify that her reputation was 
bad is the best proof in the world 
that they couldn’t do it. Those 
persons couldn’t be found. You will 
recall they spent thousands of dol- 
lars to get witnesses and even 
went to New York for them. 

“So Mrs. Muench stands before 
you in the light of a_ credible, 
trustworthy person,” Cross said in 
a lowered voice, gesturing with the 
spectacles he held in his hand. 

“The Prosecutor makes the 
astounding statement that an ac- 
quittal of Mrs. Muench would be 
an accusation that Dr. Kelley had 
perjured himself. That is ridicul- 
ous. 

“Not one word of Dr. Kelley’s 
testimony indicates Mrs. Muench is 
guilty. He says he was kidnaped. 
We don’t dispute that. He tells how 
it was done and we don’t argue 
about that. 

“This Reprobate Fiedler.” 

“But the only point that the 
prosecution can claim is the testi- 
mony of Dr. Kelley that someone, 
while he was held captive” asked, 
‘Where is Goldie?’ Out-of the mil- 
lion persons in St. Louis, only one 
witness testified that Mrs. Muench 
was called ‘Goldie’ and that was 
this reprobate, Fiedler. 

“If Nellie Muench was known as 
‘Goldie,’ don’t you suppose that all 
the money, power and _ influence 
that has been behind the State of 
Missouri and the Post-Dispatch in 
this case that they would have fer- 
reted out someone who knew her 
by that name?

Look at this defendant 
here, and look at Fiedler as you 
saw him on the witness stand, and 
I am not afraid that you will be- 
lieve Fiedler when he is contradict- 
ed by this defendant. 

“Doing Violence to Conscience.” 

“They are doing violence to your 
conscience, and to your duty as 
jurors, when they ask you to de 
cide a single issue on the testimony 
of a man like Fiédler.” 

The telephone conversation con- 
cerning which Fiedler testified—a 
call to Mrs. Muench’s home by Mc- 
Donald on the night of the kidnap- 
ing when he had forgotten the 
name of the Chicago doctor which 
was to be used to lure Dr. Kelley 
from his home—was another in- 
stance, Cross said, of Fiedler at- 
tempting to corroborate ihs own 
testimony. 

“McDonald (convicted Kelley kid- 
naper now in prison) doesn’t tell 
you he made that telephone call,” 
Cross continued. “He's not here to 
testify. From the perjured lips and 
heart of this man Fiedler you hear 
that McDonald fumbled with the 
telephone directory when le started 
to call Mrs. Muefch, and that Fied- 
ler looked up the number for him. 
“How do you look at the proba- 
bility of that? You know McDon- 
ald, raised in a community where 
they are slick, sharp and cophisti- 
cated, and this big, fat hulk of hu- 
manity they call Fiedler tells you 
he had to look up the number for 
McDonald.

Says She Has “Heart of Gold.”

Muench Trial 
Sidelights _ 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 4, 


UTSIDE of Mrs. Muench, the 
0 star, Adolph Fiedler, the 

State’s quarter-ton key wit- 
ness whose testimony puts her 
right in the middle of the Kelley 
kidnaping plot, is the most inter- 
esting character in the trial draraa, 
judged by the number of persons 
around the Hoxey Hotel who want 
to meet him. 

Now that he has given his testi- 
mony, he stays in his room at the 
hotel and enjoys himself. The 
bodyguard thst accompanied him 
here, for all its display of weap- 
ons, is a merry crew. 

The trial is expensive for Shrer- 
iff Deuser of St. Louis County and 
his deputies, as a perpetual pin- 
ochle game goes on there and 
Fiedler is a past master at the 
game. 


There is a little bit of drama in 
getting into Fiedler’s room. The 
visitor raps on the door. There is 
a sharp, “Who is it?” The visitor 
announces himself. The door opens 
an inch and the visitor sees a pair 
of eyes peering around it. Then, 
if known, he is allowed to come in, 
Before Fiedler testified, visitors al- 
ways faced an array of submachine 
guns, but since then the tension 
has relaxed.

Anna Ware, unmarried mother, 
filed in the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals today a plea against the dis- 
missal of her habeas corpus suit for 
her baby boy, as against Wilfred 
Jones, lawyer, who has: asked the 
court to dismiss the suit as to him. 

The counter-pleas, which are 
termed by the court “suggestions,” 
will come up with other phases of 


the case, at 9:30 a. m. Tuesday. 
The case was continued last Tues- 
day because the chief defendants, 
Dr. and Mrs. Ludwig O. Muench, 
were in Mexico for Mrs. Muench’s 
trial on the charge of kidnaping Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley for ransom. 

Miss Ware charged in her habeas 
corpus petition that her infant, born 
Aug. 17, was taken from her in the 
eveo'ne oi that day by Jones, tha 
it was s'nce been in ine ¢ *s.0G@/ oc: 
the Muecnches, and tnat is. 
Muench “falsely claims” it as her 
own child. 

Replying to Jones’ plea that the 
suit be dismissed as to him, Miss 
Ware, in a plea prepared by her 
lawyer, Thomas Bond, said that the 
matter which Jones seeks to have 
stricken out bore directly on the 
chief issues of the case. 


Says Jones Had Possession, 


Miss Ware, her latest plea 
pointed out, definitely charged that 
Jones did have possession of her 
child, and transferred it to others. 
“In habeas corpus procedure,” the 
plea continued, “where a defendant 
has had custody of a person who 
is the subject of inquiry, and has 
transferred that custody to others, 
it is his duty, under Section 1441, 
Revised Statutes of Missouri, to so 
state. We have the right to raise 
the issue whether Jones comes un- 
der this section, and if so, to re- 
quire him to make a return, de- 
scribing to whom, at what time, for 
what cause and by what authority, 
such transfer took place. 
“The statute expressly provides 
that the petitioner may plead any 
matter which tends to show either 
that the detention is unlawful or 
that the child is entitled to be dis- 
charged from its detention. If the 
petitioner’s child is in the Muench 
home, plainly its detention is un- 
lawful, and all the facts showing 
how, in what manner and through 
whose agency it got there, are rele- 
vant and material.

CARE OF INDIGENT 
SICK DISCUSSED 


Dr. G. Harvey Agnew of 
Canada Says This Is 
Greatest Problem Facing 
Institutions Today. _ 


The 37th annual convéntion of 
the American Hospital Association 
‘Was concluded: today with a final 
busihess session at Municipal Audi- 
torium. Dr. R. C. Buerki, superin- 
tendént of Wisconsin State Géneral 
Hospital, Madison, Wis., assumed 
the presidency of the association, 
and newly-elected officers were in- 
ducted into office. 

Dr. Michael M. Dayis, director of 
medical sérvice for the Julius 
Rosenwald Fund, Chicago, told 
delegates at a meeting of the public 
hospital section last night at Hotel 
Jefferson that people in nearly 
every locality in the United States 
had to depend largely upon non- 
governmental hospitals for their 
care during acute illness. Out of a 
total of 3073 counties in the coun- 
try, he said, only 128 have hospital 
facilities operated solely by the 
local government, while in more 
than 1200 counties the only hospi- 
tals are operated by independent 
agencies such as church and charity 
groups. 

Figures for 93 Large Cities. 

Of the 93 cities with a population 
of more than 100,000, he continued, 
only two-thirds of them have a 
municipal or county hospital, and 
in all these cities, and in almost 
all of the smaller communities, the 
governmental hospitals have capaci- 
ties far below the needs of the 
population. 

A great deal of stress should be 
given to the numerous examples 
of communities which follow the 
policy of paying the voluntary hos- 
pitals for the care of the indigent 
sick, and these independent institu- 
tions must recognize that if they 
are to receive governmental aid 
they must accept governmental in- 
spection and submit regular reports 
of work done and of finances, he 
said, 

The care of the indigent sick was 
described as the greatest problem 
facing the hospitals today by Dr. 
G. Harvey Agnew, secretary of the 
department of hospital service, Ca- 
nadian Medical Association, who 
spoke at the section meeting last 
night. He pointed out that the 
volume of free service given by 
American hospitals had risen from 
15 per cent of the total in 1929 to 
60 per cent in 1934. He later pre- 
sented a report on a comparison of 
governmental methods of providing 
for the indigent patient in Canada 
and the United States. 

. Over-Hospitalization ia U. S. 

At a session on hospital construc- 
tion yesterday afternoon the as- 
sociation’s committee on that sub- 
ject, headed by Charles F, Neer- 
gaard of New York City, reported 
that the chaotic results of nation- 
wide over-hospitalization constitute 
a “stop signal” against further con- 
struction. 

‘The most wasteful thing in a 
hospital is a bed which is never 
needed—yet our general hospitals 
have a surplus of 87,500 beds over 
and above those which must be 
kept in reserve. This surplus rep- 
resents an idle investment of over 
$400,000,000, with fixed charges in 
excess of $60,000,000 a year,” the 
report stated. 

“Unquestionably many more of 
the acutely ill should be cared for 
in hospitals than are now admitted, 
and the chief reason for this con- 
dition is expense. The problem for 
the future is to reduce the Nation- 
al Hospital Budget, to lower rates 
and make hospital service more 
available to those above the charity 
level.” 

The report severely criticised the 
policy of buying expensive equip- 
ment for selfish or competitive pur- 
poses, without regard for unneces- 
sary duplication, and urged hos- 
pitals to function as a group in the 
health service of a community. 

“Future expansion should be in- 
telligently and rigidly controlled by 
an authoritative community body, 
which would issue ‘certificates of 
necessity’ only after careful study 
of the resources and needs of the 
corimunity,” the report said. 

Administrators’ Session. 

Three hundred hospé#tal admini- 
strators participated in a round- 
table discussion of administrative 
problems led by Di. Malcolm _§ T. 
MacEachern of Chicago in Assem- 
bly Hall No. 1 yesterday morning. 

Uniformity of charges for labora- 

tory and X-ray services in all hos- 
pitals of a state or group of states 
was advocated by some of the 
speakers, with the larger part of 
the audience indicating by a show 
of hands that most institutions 
have made no reductions in those 
charges throughout the depression 
in spite of the fact that commercial] 
organizations are doing the same 
work for smaller fees. 
Several of the delegates took 
part in a fast-moving discussion of 
linen supply systems, describing the 
particular methods in the institu- 
tions they represented. Others lat- 
er in the meeting told of the tech- 
nique of keeping case record and 
using them for research studies. 


Reports were given also on the 


development of central credit and 
budgeting bureaus in various cities, 
which hospitals co-operate with 
physicians and dentists to secure 
payment of bills by financially dis- 
tressed patients. Some of the ad- 
ministrators warned that hospitals 
should not lose their idealistic prin- 
cipals and, in their efforts to re- 
store income, become identified 
with “loan sharks.” 
Dr. Fred G. Carter, St. Paul, 
Minn., president of the American 
College of Hospital Adminstrators, 
told briefly of his organization’s 
plan to establish college curricula 
for training hospital executives and 
to arrange placement services for 
the persons thus trained. 
Social Service Station. 

The relationship of the public 
health problem to the social service 
program was discussed by speakers

at a meeting of the social service 
section of the association. The 
principal speaker was Dr. C. H. 
Lavinder, medical director for the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice. 

He briefly reviewed the provisions 
of the new social security bill, and 
stated that while appropriations for 
the law were defeated at the last 
session of Congress, new appropri- 
ations would be provided within a 
year to make the law operative. 
The speaker, who is stationed at 
Ellis Island in charge of the medi- 
cal examination of immigrants, 
pointed out the bill provided $8,- 
000,000 annually for the assistance of 
state and local public health pro- 
grams and $2,000,000 for research 
in medicine.

Social service, he observed, had be- 
come one of fhe country’s most 
important welfare agencies, but its 
vision was still beyond its means. 


Mechanical Problems Discussed. 

At another meeting, a symposium 
on the problems of mechanical di- 
visions of the hospitals was held, 
with speakers discussing the opera- 
tion, replacement and maintenance 
of the hospital equipment. 

A talk on the operation of the 
mechanical departments of the Cin- 
cinnati, (O.) Genera] Hospital was 
given by Anthony A. Fette, secre- 
tary, who distributed a series of 
charts and graphs illustrating sav- 
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ings made in the institution’s power 
plant, laundry and sterilizers. He 
explained how steam, after being 
used to operate electric generators, 
still retained 90 per cent of its heat 
and was further used to heat the 
buildings and water. Water soft- 
eners used in the laundry, he com- 
mented, saved large expenditures 
for soap. 


Other probiems of maintenance of 
hospital equipment were discussed 
at a round table session during the 
afternoon. Maj. Joel I. Connolly, 
chief of the bureau of public health 
engineering of the Chicago Board 
of Health, spoke on means of elimi- 
nating health hazards in hospital 
plumbing. 


He pointed out the greatest dan- | 


ger in hospitals existed in the use | 
of unsanitary water _ sterilizers | 
which permitted waste water to be 


drawn up into the equipment. The 
construction of most of these steri- 
lizers, he said, are such that after 
the water attains high temperatures 
steam is generated and a vacuum 
is formed. If the outlet valve is 
faulty, he explained, sewerage 
water is drawn up into the sup- 
posedly sterilized water which is 
used throughout the hospital.

HULDING COMPANY ACT 


John W. Davis, Intervening tx 
Test Suit, Contends Congress 
Exceeded Powers.

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 4.—John 
W. Davis, Democratic presidential. 
nominee in 1924, attacked the publie 
utility holding company act on five 
points in a brief filed in United 
States District Court here yestere 
day.

MAN SHOT IN NEW ORLEANS 
LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE 


Wounded in Attack on Worker To- 
day; Many Hurt in Fights 
Yesterday.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4.—One 
man was shot in the leg here today 
in a clash between working long- 
shoremen and sympathizers in the 
dock strike called in New Orleans 
and three other gulf ports by the 
International Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation. 

Richard Gordon, 23 years old, # 
Negro, was wounded in the left leg 
by a pistol bullet, police reported, 
when a group of Negroes attempted 
to halt a truck carrying a rival 
group of Negro dock workers to 
their jobs. Police said the shot wags 
fired from the truck by an unidenti- 
fied man. 

Police reserves quickly quelled 
the disturbance, one of many of 
sporadic outbreaks of minor vio- 
lence of the past day or two. Load- 
ing and unloading vessels went for- 
ward as usual, non-union workers 
being employed here. 

Several attacks on workers were 
reported yesterday after police 
stopped escorting workers through 
the picket lines. 

Andrew Williams, a riverfront 
worker, was stabbed in the left lung 
and severely beaten by three Ne- 
groes. Five Negroes suffered 
cuts and bruises when a crowd 
of white men and Negroes bom- 
barded the tugboat Sipsey with 
brickbats as it passed through the 
Industrial Canal with dock work- 
ers. Several shots were reported to 
have been fired. ‘Twenty persons 
were arrested. 

Three other Negroes were hurt 
im scattered disturbances, one suf- 
fering a fractured jaw, another a 
skull injury and a third lacerations 
of the head and eye.

BEING USED IN 593 PLANTS 


Labor Commissioner Reports on 
Survey Made of 14,725 Indus- 
trial Establishments. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4. — Com- 


missioner Lubin of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported yesterday 
that employe-representation com- 
pany union plans were in operation 
in 593, or 4 per cent of the 14,725 
industrial establishments surveyed 
in April. 

“Of the 1,935,556 workers in the 
establishments covered, 385,954, or 
approximately 20 per cent, were em- 
plByed in establishments which had 
employe-representation plans only, 
and 144,434 workers (7.5 per cent) 
were employed in establishments 
dealing with both company unions 
and trade unions,” Lubin said. 

The survey included general man- 
ufacturing, mining, part of the 
trade and service industries, and 
public utilities, excluding the rail- 
roads and the telephone and tele- 
graph companies. 

In 35 per cent of the establish- 
ments which reported company 
uaions, membership in the associa- 
tion automatically followed employ- 
ment, the Bureau said.

CHARGES IN MINISTER'S DEATH

five men were in custody, all facing 
charges of murder in connection 
with the death in August, 1933, of 
the Rev. James A. Radford, Elling- 
ton farmer-minister. 

Jim Wofford, 73 years old, and 
his son, Bud, 40, are held in jail 
at Salem, where they were taken 
for safe-keeping. Vernie Smith, 25, 
and Will Camden, 48, are held in 
the Iron County jail at Ironton, 
and Emmet Smith, 28, brother of 
Vernie, is being detained at the 
penitentiary in Jefferson City. He 
was recently returned from Denver, 
Colo. 

The five arrests, according to 
Sheriff Jamison, followed a purport- 
ed confession by Robert Camden, 
“Robin Hood of the Ozarks,” that 
he killed the Rev. Mr. Radford and 
was hired to commit the crime. 
Camden is serving a 30-year sen- 
tence in the State penitentiary.

PLANTING TREES BY PLANE 
MEETS SUCCESS IN HAWAII 


Army Fiyers Help in Dropping Seeds 
to Reforest Mountain Slopes and 
Preserve Water Supply. 

HONOLULU, Oct. 4. — Healthy 
young jungles of fast growing trees 
this year are proving the practica- 
bility of planting trees by air. 

The experiment was first tried a 
decade ago, but years had to pass 
before its success could be deter- 
mined.

The Board of Education will hold

A report submitted yesterday by 
Jury Commissioner Patrick J. Mc- 
Namara disclosed that the names 
of 64,753 St. Louis male citizens 
were placed in the jury wheel for 
prospective service, beginning with 
the September term of Circuit 
Court. 

In a recent canvass which includ- 
ed office buildings, business houses, 
small stores, factories and found- 
ries 43,306 mames were taken. 
These were added to names previ- 
ously listed. It was necessary to 
eliminate 36,692 names from the 
canvass, of which 21,585 were du- 
plicates, while 5107 were not in- 
cluded for various legal reasons. 

The canvass began May 7 and was 
completed June 14. Although $8500 
was appropriated for the work the 
total expense was $8010, McNamara 
said. 

The report also showed that the 
names of 33,475 prospective jurors 
were drawn for the last court year, 
of whom 14,067 actually served on 
juries. Of the latter 7749 were in

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RESEARCHER QUESTIONS 
SAFETY OF NEW CARS 


| - 
Says Emphasis Is on Top 
Speeds, Not Brakes—Small 
Windows Criticised. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—While 
the manufacturers of the nation’s 
motor cars are placing more and 
more emphasis on “built-in” safety, 
a recent intensive survey of high- 
way mishaps indicates that some 
features of the newer-type auto- 
mobiles may be contributing fac- 
tors in accidents. 

The survey, made under the di- 
rection of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, included an 
exhaustive inquiry into the driving 
habits of motorists in the Bay 
State and a study of motor vehi- 
cles by Prof. T. A. Fales of the In+ 
stitute, 

Although the accident statistics 
indicate that in approximately 90 
per cent of the mishaps it is not 
the car but the driver who is re- 
sponsible. Dr. Fales found that 
there was room for improvement 
in automobile construction from the 
safety viewpoint. 

Criticises Small Windows. 

He concludes that in some of the 
newer cars with very high and 
small windows the. effort needed 
to give proper hand signals is so 
great that operators will tend to 
neglect them. He also suggests 
that the V-type windshields which 
are being used extensively offer 
several hazards to driving. 

In night driving particularly dur- 
ing rain the reflections from the 
separate parts of the V-windshield 
are confusing, he asserts. He be- 
lieves the sloping windshields give 
better uward vision but points out 
that “before we can consider that 
our traffic vision is satisfactory, we 
shall have to consider sloping the 
engine hoods downward toward the 
front of the car.” 

Dr. Fales says that building a 

car to be stable in cross winds is of 
more importance from the safety 
standpoint than streamlining, due 
to the fact that a motor vehicle has 
to have its wheels on the ground 
and does not always head cirectly 
into the wind. 
“A cross wind of more than 40 
miles per hour velocity can make 
some of the lighter cars unsafe at 
speeds of more than 50 miles per 
hour,” his report said. 

Interest on Top Speeds. 
Perhaps the most significant ob- 
servation is that the automobile 
power plants of the last two or 
three years have been developed to 
a point where accelerations and top 
speeds “are far greater than the 
brakes, steering and road-holding 
abilities can safely handle.” 

It was found that in the case of 
emergency stops from very high 
speeds few brakes were either sat- 
isfactory or safe. Available inspec- 
tion figures indicated that the 
lights and hrakes are the parts 
most frequently found in faulty 
condition. 

Dr, Fales suggested that for the 
average operator “the instruments 
on the dashboard could well be re- 
placed by telltale lights, as has 
been done on some cars. These 
signals warn the driver only when 
something is wrong, and the only 
instrument that he needs to watch 
is the. speedometer.”

Animal and Vegetable Fats Are 
Very Necessary in 
Cooking. 


Many housewives are at a loss 
when it comes to placing classes 


of foodstuffs and their food values. 
Of these classes of foods fat is 
perhaps the most misunderstood. 

Fat is classed as a carbohydrate 
or energy food and since energy or 
heat is important in winter that 
portion of the diet is stressed at 
the time. The term fat takes in a 
number of classifications. To be- 
gin with, there is animal fat and 
butter is the important factor here. 
Next come the vegetable fats 
found principally in tropical nuts 
such as cocoanuts, the oils made 
from olives and corn and cotton- 
seed. 

Vegetable Fats. 

Hydrogenated vegetable fats and 
the mixture of vegetable and very 
high grade animal fats known as 
margarine are two other classes. 

Butter and high grade margar- 
fnes have a high food value and 
contain principally vitamin “A”. 
This vitamin promotes growth, and 
protects against infections. The 
making of butter is one of the old- 
est home arts and the manufactur- 
er of margarines goes back some 
50 years. 

Fats of every kind play an im- 
portant part in cooking. Shorten- 
ing for cakes, fat for deep frying, 
Sauces and gravies, fried and 
roasted meats, owe some of their 
palatability to the presence of fat 
in some form or other. 

Fat Necessary Food. 

A certain amount of fat is neces- 
sary to physical well being. Excess 
amounts of fat taken into the sys- 
tem are stored in the tissues. Fats 
are most important in the diet of 
growing children. Growth and en- 
ergy denend on them and some of 
the first solid foods that the child 
takes are often bits of crisn bacon 
which are easily assimilated. 

Few of us confuse the term 
shortening. Bvy this we understand 
the addition of fat in some form, 
whether butter, lard, vegetable fats 
or margarine to make a tender 
and flaky dough. Shortening is im- 
portant in cake textures and in the 
biscuits that you serve your family 
for breakfast. Pastry for pies and 
tarts varies in degrees of “short- 
ness.” It may be medium short or 
may be of the type which French

Rice Salmon Loaf. 


Two cups hot boiled rice, one cup 
Salmon, two eggs (beaten), one- 
quarter teaspoon pepper, juice of 
one-half lemon, two tablespoons 
butter, one-half teaspoon salt. Beat 
egg yolks and mix with rice, sea- 
sonings, butter (melted) and sal- 
mon. Add juice from salmon. Then 
add stiffly beaten egg whites. Put

of those sweet, thick-fleshed pep- 
pers, pimiento peppers to add that 
touch of brilliant color that rel- 
ishes need. Cabbage and sweet po- 
tatoes are plentiful with sweet pota- 
toes registering a bumper crop this 
year. 

With the cooler turn in the 
weather we are recommending roast 
beef for Sunday’s dinner and in- 
cluding its inevitable though pleas- 
ing companion, Yorkshire pudding. 
This is a real English dinner that 
many Americans have come to ap- 
preciate. Leftover broccoli as well 
as the tougher parts of the stalk 


and leaves make an excellent cream 
soup for Monday’s luncheon.

Icebox rolls are once again in or- 
der.

dry-flesh type of sweet potatoes or 
the moist Southern type are best 
for the table. The dry-flesh type 
finds its markets only in the North, 
but Northern markets are buying 
much more of the moist type than 
they did a few years ago. “Yams,” 
these are called in the South, al- 
though botanists say the true yams 
are quite a different species and 
belong to the West Indies and the 
tropics generally. — 

The sweet potato and the white 
potato are curiously alike and un- 
like. Both are so rich in starch 


}and so bulky that they make good 


alternatives, and for variety’s sake 
should come on the table at dif- 
ferent meals. Practically, either 
may be used in place of the other 
in the average diet. 

Rich in Vitamins. 


The sweet potato is richer in vita- 
mins. It is in fact an excellent 
source of vitamin A, and a good 
source of both vitamin B and vita- 
amn C. The white potato is a 
better source of iron, however, and 
contains enough vitamin C to be 
important in that respect because 


'of the quantities of white potatoes 


we eat. 
On the other hand, the sweet po- 
tato is baked, steamed, boiled, fried 


or mashed, and because of its 
sweetness makes delicious oven 
dishes, either candied, or baked 


with apples or sliced pineapple, for 
example—sometimes with carrots 
added. It is good when mashed and 
browned in a baking dish, with bits 
of crisp salt pork or bacon mixed 
all through it; or when whipped 
into a souffle and topped with 
marshmallows; or made into a pie. 
The recipe for candied sweet pota- 
toes calls for a cup of corn syrup, 
which is boiled with half a cup of 
sugar, a little salt, and four table- 
spoons of butter, until fairly thick 
and then poured over the sliced, 
partly cooked sweet potatoes in the 
baking dish and the whole baked 
slowly for an hour or more, 


Go Well With Meat. 


Sweet potatoes go well with meat. 
They may be sliced raw, spread 
over a slice of ham in a covered 
baking dish, and cooked in the 
oven, according to the accompany- 
ing recipe. Or they may be sliced 
lengthwise and baked in a roasting 
pan around spareribs, or a roast 
of meat. 

Even more than white potatoes, 
sweet potatoes need careful hand- 
ling, all the way from the field to 
the kitchen, to avoid cuts and 
bruises. A bruise at one end will 
soon spoil the whole sweet potato. 
S. No. 1” sweet potatoes, as 
graded by the Bureau of Agricul- 
tura! Economics of the Department 
of Agriculture, are firm, well- 
shaped, from 3 to 10 
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and 1%, to 3% inches in diameter. 
They are free of black rot, decay, 
or freezing injury, and free of dam- 
age by dirt, rootlets, bruises, cuts, 
scars, growth-cracks, disease, _in- 
sects, or mechanical means.

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COFFEE AS A DRINK 
KNOWN EVERYWHERE 


Whatever the Method Used 
Measurements Should Be 
Accurate. 


The cup of breakfast coffee with 


which most of us start our day 
seems to hold the possibilities of 
making or marring the rest of the 
day. Coffee is the all-American 
drink. It tops a perfect dinner 
with something akin to perfection, 
or so say the coffee fans. 

Coffee was first cultivated in 
Abyssinia and Arabia. Seafaring 
Venetians carried it back to Italy 
as early as 1616 and from this city 
the custom spread to Western Eu- 
rope. Today the world’s coffee crop 
is about two billion pounds a year 
and about three-fourths of this is 
grown in Brazil and Colombia. 

Grows in Clusters. 

The coffee bean grows in clus- 
ters not unlike green cherries, each 
cherry containing two beans. As 
the fruit ripens the green pod be- 
comes a bright red. The ripe cher- 
ries are spread in the sun and 
raked over each morning. Fanning 
and hulling machine remove the 
thin dried hull which is softened 
by washing. By this process im- 
perfect berries are floated off and 
when the hulls have been removed 
the green coffee is ready for ship- 
ment. 

The final step is blending and 
roasting which develops the flavor- 
{ing oils and determines the charac- 
teristic coffee flavor. 

Many Methods. 

There are many ways of making 
coffee and all of them have their 
groups of followers. The proper 
grind for the various methods is 
very important. A coarse grind is 
best for boiled coffee, a medium 
for percolater and a pulverized for 
drip coffee. 

For best results all measurements 
should be accurate. The old pro- 
portions of one heaping tablespoon 
| to each cup of water and an extra 
tablespoon for the pot is a good one. 
The utensils should be scrupulously 
clean. A thorough and frequent 
cleansing with a solution of neutral 
soap in boiling water is every ef- 
fective and removes the oils which 
ordinary scrubbing fails to do. 
Careful rinsing after a boiling of 
this kind is necessary. 

To make good percolator coffee 
| use medium ground coffee and 
| fresh cold water. Let percolate very 
slowly for about 10 minutes. Coffee 
is usually done when the aromatic 
oils are released giving off that de- 
lightful coffee odor. 

French cafe-au-lait is a most de- 
licious way of serving breakfast 
coffee. It is served with hot milk 
| and often with cream that has been 
| set near the heat in a little earthen- 
| ware pitcher. Cafe-au-lait with 
| crisp brioches makes a most ac- 
| cepetable first breakfast. Turkish

“Cafe Bruleau” of Creole cooks. The

One-fourth teaspoon salt 
Two cups cream 
One teaspoon vanilla. * 
Caramelize the sugar by putting 
into a skillet and heating it very 
slowly. Stir to prevent burning or 
sticking. 

Scald milk with coffee and add 
caramelized sugar. Mix the egg 
yolks with the salt and sugar and 
add to first mixture. Cook over 
hot water until thickened, stirring 
constantly. Strain and cool. Add 
cream and vanilla and turn into the 
freezing tray of refrigerator or into 
a freezer and freeze. Let stand 
about two hours to ripen.

BONED MEAT CUT IS 
IN GREAT FAVOR NOW 


Boned Shoulder and _ Breast 
Cuts and Racks of Veal 
or Lamb Popular. 


The boning of various meat cuts 


has come into great favor with a 
large number of housewives. The 
rolied rib roasts of beef were the 
first of these tidy, compact cuts to 
be sold in anv number, and they 
were so popular that other cuts 
rapidly followed. Now you _ will 
find boned, or pocketed, shoulder 
or breast cuts, boned rolled shoul- 
der roasts, boned amb and veal 
chops and the like. 

The particular advantage to the 
housewife .f such boned cuts is the 
attractiveness of the servings to be 
made from them and the ease of 
carving them. A roast shoulder of 
veal or lamb, unboned, is difficult 
to carve neatly and economically, 
but, a boned, stuffed shoulder, or 
rolled shoulder roast slices off in 
perfect slices from one end.to the 
other. 

Meat Slightly Higher. 

But, we mustn't overlook the oih- 
er side of the boned meat story. 
The butcher must spend extra time 
on these cuts, he throws a consid- 
erable amount of bone and trim- 
mings into his scrap box from every 
roast and as a consequence he 
must charge a slightly higher price 
per pound. But when you consider 
that there is no waste in’ these 


~ cuts, you can afford to pay more 


per pound. We have often found 
it a good idea to buy the shoulder, 
rack or ribs in its original form, 
then ask the dealer to bone it for 
me and give me the bones for my 
soup kettle. 

_ And that reminds us of another 
factor to consider in boning cuts of 
meat. A little bone imparts a deli- 
cate flavor to the meat cooked with 
it which is sometimes lost in a 


- boned roast. For this reason, butch- 


ers have devised the idea of cutting 
the bone free in rib or Join roasts 
and they tying the meat back in 
place for cooking. Then when 
you're ready to serve the meat, just 


- remove the bone in one’ pitée’ arid 
carve like any boneless gyt,,....

Roasts boned and stuffed also re- 
quire 5 to 10 minutes per pound 
longer than unboned cuts, The ex- 
tra times does not apply to boned 
chops where the time for cooking 
depends only on the thickness of 
the meat. 

You can bone some cuts your- 
self, with the aid of only a sharp 
paring or slicing knife which every 
kitchen should possess. Take lamb 
The bone may be freed very easily, 
the long end of the .meat wrapped 
tightly around the eye muscle and 
fastened with a toothpick or skew- 
er. When thése reat little circular 
chops are broiled they make most 
attractive individual servings. 

Different Boning for Veal. 

Veal chops which are often a bit 
limp and difficult to handle may be 
handled in another way. Buy as

Three men were killed and a 
fourth was injured when their 
automobile was struck by a Penn- 
sylvania milk train at Black lane 
crossing near Caseyville, Ill., at 
6:30 a. m. today. The crossing is 
three miles east of Collinsville. 

The dead were: Ben Plotch, 30: 
Rudolph Palacek, 38, and Louis 
Felthauer, 21, all of Collinsville. 

Charles Plotch, 28, 509 Summer 
avenue, Collinsville,—brother of 
Ren Plotch. survived the erash 
and is in St. Mary s Hospital. Mast 
St. louis, suffering from severe 
euts and bruises 

The men were on their wav tea 
work at the Southern Malleable 
Co., 2000 Bond avenue, East St. 
Louis, where they were molders. 
The train, eastbound, was traveling 
at high speed. There are no gates 
or warning signals at the crossing 
and a watchman is on duty there 
only during periods of heavy traf- 
fic over Black lane, a detour to 
Highway 40. The view of the curv- 
ing tracks, from the direction in 
which the automobile was ap- 
proaching, is obstructed by rising 
ground and a railroad shanty. Per- 
sons early on the scene said vision 
was obstructed further by freight 
cars, which were later removed 
from a siding there. 

Palacek was driving the closed 
car, according to Charles Plotch. 
The latter, asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter if the occupants of the 
machine had seen the train, replied 
only that “the brakes were not very 
good,” then burst into tears and 
was unable to complete his state- 


ment 


The automobile was demolished 
and scattered beside the tracks for 
about 150 feet. The men were 
thrown out and all except Charles 
Plotch were crushed. The bodies 
were taken to a Collinsville mofrtu- 
ary. 

Letter Cited Danger. 

The train was stopped following 
the crash and members of the 
crew picked up the bodies and as- 
sisted Charles Plotch. 

The Post-Dispatch, under “Let- . 
ters From the People,” last July 16 
published a letter signed “Com- 
muter” calling attention to the dan- 
gerous situation at the Black lane 
grade crossings of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
roads, parallel tracks. The letter: 
read in part as follows: “The Penn- 
sylvania crossing is extremely’ 
hazardous, for empty cars on sid-’ 
ings obstruct the view of south- 
bound drivers so they must puil 
onto the tracks before they can 
see in either direction. If these 
cars are not removed, it will De a 
miracle if there is not a grade- 
crossing tragedy at this death 
trap.” 

Near Fairmount Track. 

The scene of the accident is 
about half a mile southeast of 
Fairmount Race Track, and Black 
lane is used by persons driving to 
the track, due to repairs now un- 
derway on the main highway. In 
October, 1933, William Gentry 
Sheldon, 4467 Lindell boulevard, 
wealthy electric apparatus manu- 
facturer, and his wife, Elizabeth, 
were killed when their sedan was 
struck by a Baltimore & Ohio 
train-while they were returning 
home from the track by way of 
Black lane.

CONSIDERED IN BOLI 


35-Mile Canal and 9000-Foot | 


Cataract Would Give Whole 
Country Electricity. 


By the Associated Press. 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Oct. 4.—A 9000- 
foot artificial cataract, plunging 
water from Lake Titicaca down the 
Sorata Gorge, may become a real- 
ity if Congress approves a con- 
cession for the Mauricio Hochschild 
interests. The Government favors 
the project. Hochschild now is in 
Europe, and is said to be arrang- 
ing finances for the project. 

The development, estimated to 
cost about $30,000,000, would give 
the entire Bolivian plateau electric 
ynower, permit electrification of rail- 
way lines, and make importation of 
coal unnecessary. A five-year con- 
cession was granted by the Govern- 
ment in 1929, but the depression, 
then the three-year war with Para- 
guay, prevented any work. 
concession has lapsed, but the 
present Government favors renew- 
al under a scheme whereby the 
Government would share in the 
profits.

Soviet Government Orders 
Foreign Firms to Register 


Companies Informed They Must Submit All 


Activities to Control — Action Taken 
Under An Old Regulation. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 4-—The Soviet 
decided yesterday to enforce an 
old regulation requiring represen- 
tatives of foreign concerns to 
register and submit all activities 
to Soviet laws. 

As interpreted by American 
business men, this means their 
books will be opened to examina- 
tion and taxation, probably on 
turnover. 

Only those foreign firms invited 
and willing to register will be per- 
mitted to have permanent repre- 
sentatives in the Soviet-Union. No 
American firm has yet been in- 
vited to register and one represen- 
tative of an American company al- 
ready has been denied prolongation 
of his residence visa. 

Less than six American concerns 
have regular representatives here, 
and until now, these have been al- 
lowed to remain under the clas- 
sification of “negotiators,” for 
whom there was an exemption un- 
der the old ruling. 

Americans Granted Privileges. 

In recent years American usi- 
ness men in Moscow have been 
given certain privileges not 
granted to Russians. They paid 
no taxes and were not required to 
submit books for examination. In 
addition they were granted facili- 
ties in the importation of foreign 
groceries and clothing. This 
privilege was known as a quota 
privilege and was canceled, effec- 


tive Oct. 1, affecting even foreign 
newspaper correspondents. 

The move was interpreted in 
foreign circles as a step in a pro- 
gram for gradual elimination of the 
so-called privileged foreign class, 
designed to require all foreigners 
residing in the Soviet Union to live 
in a condition of equality with Rus- 
sians. 

It was said in American business 
circles here that the “negotiators” 
were told there were no further pro- 
visions in the 1935 economic plan 
for their dealings, hence there was 
no reason for their presence here 
during the rest of the year. It was 
understood they would be permitted 
to return next year on temporary 
missions without registry. 

“Must Fit Into Scheme.” 

American firms selected to main- 
tain permanent representatives in 
Moscow “must fit into the scheme 
of Soviet economy,” one business- 
man was told. Any invitation for 
registration would be made through 
Chairman Boyiev of Amtorg in the 
United States. 

The ruling now being enforced 
was issued by the Peoples’ Commis- 
sariat on Foreign Trade May 27, 
1931. It provides in part: 

“Organizations and persons per- 
mitted to engage in operations in 
the U. S. S. R. are liable for obliga- 
tions incurred in connection with 
their activities within the U. S. S. R. 
with their entire property wherever

BELGIUM WITH $100,000,000 
TO COMBAT UNEMPLOYMENT 


Will Operate Public Works Pro- 
gram and Credit Assistance to 
Young Married Pairs.

BRUSSELS, Oct. 4.—Belgium will 
spend $100,000,000 within three 
years to combat unemployment 
through a program of public works, 
working camps and credit assis- 
tance to young married pairs. 

The funds represent the benefit 
derived by the National Bank of 
Belgium from revaluation of its 
gold stock in terms of the depre- 
ciated Belgian franc. 

The money has been held for 
emergency use in supporting the 
market in Belgian francs and state 
debentures, but now is considered 
available for direct relief.

MUSSOLINI’S WAR. 

It has come at last. Mussolini has the war he 
willed. Italian troops have invaded Ethiopia: Ital- 
ian airplanes have bombed defenseless villages. They 
have killed women and children. They have smashed 
huts which humble people called home. Heavy can- 
nonading has shattered the peace of a drowsing 
countryside and ripped and gashed the earth, In 
the sweeping advance, a river has been crossed. No- 
where has the conquering army met resistance. No 
Italian casualties are reported. Sentiment shrieks 
a falsetto note. Aduwa has been avenged. The 
defeat of 39 years ago which has rankled in Italian 
memory is now rewritten in the shining script of 
victory. 

So, reviewing the morning and the evening of the 
first day, Mussolini may count his gains. 

There will be other days. How many, and of what 
fruitage, is, of course, conjectural. But it is incred- 
ible that the world will passively permit the mas- 
sacre to proceed. Europe, in almost one voice, has 
denounced the infamous adventure. Moral revul- 
sion has not sufficed. ‘The pressure of force must 
be applied, or the determination upon such action 
made so evident as to bring to halt the Italian mad- 
ness. The League of Nations has debated long and 
earnestly, but the time for discussion is all but ended. 
Geneva must prepare to speak. There can be no rea- 
sonable doubt that she is so prepared. 

What the consequences will be of iniervention, 
either by economic sanction or by arms, troubles a 
world that is living again the fateful summer of 
1914, The chancelleries of Europe are hearing again 
the shot at Sarajevo. They are reading again the 
Austrian ultimatum to Serbia. They are watching 
again the darkening skies as the days of grace fade 
away. They believe, and the world believes, that 
European civilization cannot survive another conti- 
nental war. Self-preservation argues against the 
continuance of Mussolini’s eonquest or the spread 
of violence into a suicidal catastrophe. 

As for America, President Rooseveli’s deciaration 
at San Diego, on the eve of the African outrage, was 
historically timed. He expressed the fixed purpose 
? ihe nation when be gaid that the country “must 
remain wnentangied aod free.’ Yet Wood:ow Wilson 
spoke ju the S-me s0'''* sod {oa seme ieto'u'ion 20 
years ago, eod pubic Oo'nioa sifi:med hie exsecifiie 
decree of neulialiiy as sincerely as we now uller 
that credo. 

We now have, however, the great advantage of ex- 
perience with which to chart our course. The op- 
portunities for gainful trade which were then eager- 
ly seized, all unconscious of the dire possibilities, 
would not now be so tempting. They would be sub- 
jected both to governmental and popular scrutiny... 
It is certain, too, that propaganda to which we were 
so responsive would find us now coldly critical. 
Whatever happens across the seas, the national slo- 
gan of America is “Never Again!” But to assume 
that we are hysteria-proof, that vast profits can be 
spurned, that grave commercial losses would stoical- 
ly be endured—for all its dreadful lessons, history 
does repeat itself.

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WALLACE CROSSES UP THE STRATEGISTS. 
Try as he will, Secretary Wallace just can't please 
the Republican high command about potato control. 
When that act was passed, the G. O. P. joined vocif- 
erously in the general attack upon it as arbitrary, 
unjust and unworkable, though it had been backed 
by numerous eminent Republicans in Congress. Sev- 
eral Republican candidates for martyrdom announced 
they would defy the law by buying or selling boot- 
leg potatoes and would gladly go to jail. 
But when Mr. Wallace stated that, since enforce- 
ment funds were lost in the filibuster, the AAA would 
make no attempt to carry out the law’s compul- 
sory provisions, did the Republican strategists cheer 
him for saving the country from potato-snoopers, 
regimentation and higher living costs?

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL SCANDAL. 

Dr. E. Lee Dorsett, head of the St. Louis County 
Hospital’s obstetrical division since the hospital was 
opened three years ago, recently resigned from that 
post. Dr. Dorsett, explaining this action, said he was 
“tired of the friction and disagreeable situations” 
at the hospital and the “notoriety” that came of 
association with the institution. 

The truth is that the hospital has been for some 
time the focal point of a row between two factions 
of St. Louis County Democrats. Each looks upon it 
as a juicy reservoir of patronage. If there is one 
public‘institution that should be free from the vicis- 
situdes of patronage peddling, it is a hospital. The 
county Democrats, however, avid for spoils, have 
wrecked the morale of the hospital staff by constant 
changes, regardless of the effect upon patients. It 
is a form of ghoulishness. 

Recently, the County Court, over Judge Tighe’s 
strong protest, restored Dr. Edwin J, Sheahan to the 
post of superintendent, from which he was ousted 
last June, following a grand jury report which severe 
ly condemned his management of the hospital. The 
grand jury said the hospital was so badly conducted 
as to be a “menace to public safety.” Judges Thatch- 
er and Wohlschlaeger voted for reinstatement, though 
the latter originally voted with Tighe for his ouster. 

In the interim, the County Court asked the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to recommend a successor to Dr. 
Sheahan. The chamber appointed a committee which, 
rather than make a selection itself, asked three of 
the most distinguished persons in the St. Louis 
medical field to suggest a name. These persons were 
Father Schwitalla of St. J.ouis University, Dr. Evarts 
Grehem of Washington liniversity and Dr. Llewellyn 
Sale of ihe Jewich Hospital. They rvecommendse 
De. Curtia KK, Lob, forme:!y Horpits! Commissions? 
of Sr. J-ou's. 

It wae the vader tending, we believe, that whe 
Couniy Court would accept this recommendation, yet, 
when the rub came, Judge Thatcher voted with his 
Republican colleague, Wohlschlaeger, to put back into 
office ‘the very man whose capacity for the job was 
so vigorously brought into question by the grand 
jury. If Judge Thatcher could not see his way clear 
by reason of political considerations to vote for Dr. 
Lohr, who happens to be a Republican, at least he 
might have suggested some other doctor who com- 
mands public confidence and who is free from fac- 
tional attachments. 

Meanwhile, another shake-up is taking place at the 
County Hospital. The anti-Sheahanites are going 
out. The pro-Sheahanites are coming in. In the 
background looms the figure of John E. Mooney, 
whose influence with the County Court on several 
occasions has seemed a controlling one. 

St. Louls Countians, however, are not interested in 
the political fortunes of any of the politicians who are 
squabbling over the hospital. They want the hospital 
to be worthy of the name. They want the patients 
protected from the shattered morale of a staff that 
never knows for how long its jobs are secure. They 
want a hospital conducted as a hospital and not as 
a political plum tree. 

In all conscience, some permanently satisfactory 
settlement should be made of what is now a noisome 


mess. 
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A MEDAL FOR MASARYK. 

Europe, particularly those countries that partici- 
pated in the World War, is so full of dictators and 
despots that unquestionably any democratic ruler 
found there deserves a medal. He has just received 
one. The recipient is Thomas Garrigue Masaryk, 
85-year-old President of Czecho-Slovakia, and the 
award is the medal of the Woodrow Wilson Founda- 
tion. Not only did the aged scholar and statesman 
play a major role in winning independence for his 
people, but he has guided their course wisely as 
President since 1918, so wisely as to merit the words 
of the citation accompanying the medal: 

In recognition of his unceasing struggle for 
the rights of individual human beings against 
tyrants who would usurp them, ... and in grate- 
ful tribute to his example in maintaining the 
devotion of the Republic which he founded to 
constitutional and parliamentary democracy, and 
to the human rights, prized among civilized peo- 
ples, of freedom of speech, freedom of associa- 
tion, freedom of the press and freedom of con- 
science. 

His country, still a haven of democracy in turbu- 
lent Central Europe, shines forth like a good deed 
in a naughty world. That his people may continue 
on the path their leader has laid out for them !s 
the hope that goes with the honor.

JUNGLE MYSTERY. 
Since Paul Redfern, American aviator, disappeared 
in August, 1927, on a proposed non-stop flight from 
Brunswick, Ga., to Rio de Janeiro, his fate has been 
a mystery. Did he fall into the sea? Possibly. He 
was last sighted by a northbound vessel on the night 
of his take-off, flying over open water. Did he crash 
in the jungle? More probably, since the last and 
greater part of his journey was over wilderness re- 
gions. He had enough fuel to remain aloft 52 hours 
if all went well on his 4600-mile flight. 
The chance that Redfern may have come down in 
the jungles of Venezuela, Guiana or Brazil has kept 
alive a faint hope for him, and led to many fantastic 
stories and theories.. It has been reported several 
times that Redfern was living with semi-civilized 
tribesmen in the Amazon region. Search for him has 
been coupled with attempted solution of another 
jungle mystery, the disappearance of Col. P. H. 
Fawcett, English explorer, who vanished in 1925. 
Now comes another report that has at least a cer- 
tain plausibility. William Lavarre, an American ex- 
plorer, has emerged from the wilds of Dutch Guiana, 
to report finding the wreckage of a plane. He has 
a hat and a strip of fabric from the plane which 
may make identification of the pilot possible. La- 
varre reports that a crippled white man—perhaps 
Redfern—is living with an Indian tribe, and proposes 
to organize an expedition to search for him.

HE Pittman neutrality resolutions are 

an attempt—practically the first official 

attempt—to answer a question which 
has confronted the American foreign policy, 
urgently but almost unnoticed, for the past 
15 years. 

Fifteen years ago, the American people 
were emerging from the shock and debris 
of the World War. They were dazed, un- 
happy and resentful. They had seen an 
obscure Balkan quarrel, of the very exist- 
ertce of which they had been largely ignor- 
ant, carry 2,000,000 American soldiers to 
Europe, involve the United States in the 
greatest war effort it had ever made and 
exact a cost in blood, in treasure, in social 
and economic upheaval, which seemed 
wholly disproportionate to the rather du- 
bious objectives which had been gained. 
In 1920, their dominant mpod was, as it 
has remained, one summed up in the two 
words: “Never again.” 

Yet how was a repetition of that expe- 
rience to be avoided? Two diametrically 
opposite answers were offered by two great 
schools of thought, 

* a7 * 

The one, of which Woodrow Wilson mede 
himself the leader, declared flatly that the 
history of 1914-18 was final proof that, once 
a great war got started, the United States 
could not hope to remain out of it. The 
one way to avoid another such entangle- 
ment was for the United States to co- 
operate actively in a world peace system 
for the suppression of future wars. That 
meant the end of neutrality. 

The opposing school, led by the isolation- 
ists (and abetted by the partisan effort of 
the Republicans to win the 1920 election), 
replied that the peace system, so far from 
keeping the United States out of war, 
would merely ‘make the United States auto- 
matically a party to any war which might 
break out anywhere in the world. The so- 
lution was not to abandon neutrality but 
to make it effective. : 

In the. election of 1920, the people, con- 
fusedly but none the less unmistakably, made 
their choice for the second, the isolationist, 
course. We would retain our policy of neu- 
trality and the next time make it effective. 
This general concept of our proper relation- 
ship to the rest of the world is still as- 
sumed to dominate American opinion, But 
there was not one serious effort to face 
the absolutely vital question of how in prac- 
tice neutrality was to be maintained. 

Yet the inescapable lesson of the World 
War was that merely to issue a formal 
proclamation of neutrality and to follow 
the established rules and precedents was 
not enough, for this was precisely the course 
which we followed from 1914 onward and 
it had spectacularly failed to keep the 
country out of the war. It is clear that in 
order to preserve the country’s peace ‘in 
this way, something more is necessary.. 
What should it be? 

The Pittman resolutions take the whole 
matter back to the point at which it was. 
dropped in 1920. They assume that the 
policy of neutrality has been definitely 
fixed. They assume that the American 
people will be indifferent te «une outrome 
of another major war. 

Yet now, when we actually faces this prob-

lem after neglecting it for 15 years, it turns 
out to be a far more intricate and difficult 
one than the isolationists of 1920 appeared 
to suppose, 

Suppose that it is technically possible to 
write legislation now which will certainly 
prevent the development of an abnormal 
war-supply business with either one bellig- 
erent or the other. In the case of such 
“little” (and to us unimportant) wars as that 
in the Chaco or Mussolini’s “colonial ven- 
ture,” this would work well enough. 

a * oo 

In the case of a great conflict involving 
all the major European or Asiatic Powers, 
great foreign markets would vanish. We 
would discover that our neutrality legisla- 
tion was denying us, not simply the oppor- 
tunity to get rich as war profiteers, but the 
opportunity to repair the losses which the 
war was imposing upon us. 

It might mean immediate depression, un- 
employment and poverty for hundreds of 
thousands of Americans, while the outcome 
might have a determining effect upon our 
economic position for many years, 

It is possible that when the time came, 
the American people would rather pay the 
price than risk the costs and slaughters of 
a possible military participation in the con- 
flict. It is possible; but the matter goes 
even deeper. 

Undoubtedly, the economic alliance with 
the Entente and the resultant German sub- 
marine war against us was an important 
cause of our abandonment of technical neu- 
trality in 1917. It was certainly not the 
sole cause, Closely interwoven with it was 
the fact that from the very outset, Amer- 
ican sympathies were strongly on the side 
of the Allies, and that as time went on, 
leaders of American opinion and influential 
American statesmen became more and more 
convinced’ that a German victory would 
be a dire political menace to this country. 
Modern war creates not only economic, but 
also powerful political and even more 
powerful emotional suctions.

It is easy to sneer now at the great battle 
cry that the war was one “to make the 
world safe for democracy.” But it is a fact 
that countless intelligent and influential 
Americans, of all parties, became sincerely 
convinced quite early in the struggle that 
this was the real and basic issue. It seems 
today that they may have been mistaken. 
But the belief, and all that it implied, was 
real and was an important factor in the 
American involvement. 

In the last war, in short, the United States 
was only legally and technically a neutral. 
Both in popular attitude and in official 
policy, it was anything but genuinely in- 
different to the outcome of the struggle. 
Indeed, the very idea that it should be, as 
Wilson urged, “impartial in 
thought as well as in action” seemed to 
great numbers of Americans a base and 
shocking evasion of the great moral and 


, material issues which the war presented. 


Yet without such a fundamental impar- 
tiality “in thought,” the problem of guar- 
anteeing the country against entanglements 
in a future war seems very nearly insoluble.

In announcing that $100,000 would 
be sought for the annual guaran- 
tee fund for the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, officers of the 
Symphony Society pointed out yes- 


terday that earnings of the orches- 
tra had been increased from 40 per 
cent of annual expenses to 60 per 
cent, 

The guarantee fund, to make up 
the deficit, which has been as high 
as $175,000 in the past, accordingly 
has been reduced. 

Arthur J. Gaines, manager of the 
orchestra, reported to the Exec- 
uitve Committee that increased at- 
tendance since the annual concert 
season was transferred last year 
from the Odeon to Municipal Audi- 
torium and “careful economy” had 
resulted in the increase in propor- 
tion of earned income. 

The budget for the new season 
was fixed at $240,000. It was antic- 
ipated that about $140,000 of this 
would be raised through ticket 


concerts and other sources. 

Oscar Johnson, president of the 
society, announced that a selected 
list of patrons of music and art 
would be asked to contribute to the 
|guarantee fund. It was decided at 
a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee yesterday that solicitation 
for the fund would be carried on 
by members of the board of di- 
rectors and the Women’s Commit- 
tee.

HANDS

LAYERS have long ago learned 
the portentous meaning of the 
term, “the swing hand.” Strictly 
speaking, a swing hand is one on 
which either side can make a big 
score. A freak division of the cards 
may Make it possible for one side 
to score a grand slam in spades, 
and the other side a grand siam in 
hearts. In other unusual deals the 
possible scores are not so big but 
nevertheless the side that buys the 
bid can score a large number of 
points. The finest player is the one 
who takes advantage of these swing 
hands, who has the knack of talk- 
ing his opponents into letting him 
play the hand instead of playing it 
themselves for a better score. One 
of the meanest things to say about 
a bridge player is that “the fellow 
always is on the wrong side of a 
‘big swing.” 

Some people, when they refer to 
a swing hand, mean any hand upon 
which a big hand is made because 
of a freak deal: The most famous 
of these is the one known as the 
“Duke of. Cumberland hand,” so 
called because the Duke is said to 
have held the hand in a whist 
game many years ago. He held 
& KI97,9 AK, @AKQJ, HA 
K Q, and did not win a trick. It is 
true that against this hand a grand 
slam in spades can be made. One 
of his opponents held four spades, 
A-Q-10-8, and nine hearts, while the

| other opponent held the four re- 
‘maining trumps, with a flock of 


diamonds. We once were annoyed 
by a player who was even more 
conceited than ourselves, To pynish 
him we stacked the Cumberland 
hand on him. Try it on your friends, 
but remember, we made a bitter 
enemy for life. 


Modern Tragedy. 


There is a legend that says the | 


Duke of Cumberland lost four thou- 
sand pounds (about $20,000) betting 
that a grand slam could not be made 
against him. In today’s hand I give 
you the story of another unlucky 
man, He held six of his opponents’ 
trump suit and three kings on the 
side, and he ventured to double their 
bid of four spades. His loss was not 
as great as the Duke’s but he did 
mot win a trick, and it cost him 
2380 points, 480 for four spades, re- 
doubled; 1200 for three overtricks 
at 400 each; and 700 points for the 
vulnerable rubber.

ANSWER: You _ should have 
passed. Your partner’s four spade 
hid was a shut-out bid, and he de- 
pended on you for two or three 
tricks to make even his four. His 
purpose in bidding four was to keep 
the opponents from bidding. All 
opening three or higher bids are 
defensive or shut-out overbids. You 
need a powerhouse to raise him.
